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The British Toy Industry 


by G. R. Goude, Secretary, British Toy Manufacturers’ Association 


HE BRITISH TOY MANUFACTURING industry must be regarded 
"LD easicall as one that has come into existence and developed since 

the end of the War. The factories vary in size from employing 
several thousands of workers to the smallest category where there are 
less than a dozen employed, and from these factories nearly one in 
every four toys produced is exported; at present, total production of 
toys in the United Kingdom is £40.5 million, with £9.25 million 
going to over 130 territories abroad. In 1938, the export figure was 
£0.45 million, and in 1946 (the first full year of production after 
hostilities had caused the almost complete abandonment of toy manu- 
facture) only £3.18 million of exports could be achieved despite the 
emphasis that was being put on the need for this trade. 

The leading toy manufacturers have an export record of which 
they can be justly proud. By virtue of their size, resources and organiza- 
tion, they have the facilities, as well as the will, to attack overseas 
markets; what is equally gratifying are the endeavours of the small 
toy manufacturers to go out and bring in foreign business, and the 
measure of their success is such that more and more firms are seeing 
in the export trade something for themselves and approaching the 
British Toy Manufacturers Association for advice and guidance. 

This Association, which has about 350 toy manufacturers as mem- 
bers, representing together over 90 per cent. of toy production in this 
country, seeks to channel its members’ attention to new or growing 
markets. It has found by experience that in general (although not 
without exception) a group effort by a number of manufacturers, in 
which essentially each must participate individually, can make a 
greater impact than unco-ordinated individual effort and therefore, the 
British toy manufacturing industry has taken full advantage of the 
facilities offered by the Export Publicity and Fairs Branch of the Board 
of Trade to mount exhibits of British toys at specialized trade fairs at 
overseas centres, for example at New York, Melbourne and Nurnberg, 
where the leading toy fairs of the world take place. The Association 
has arranged for between 20 and 30 manufacturers to participate 
with individual displays, each fully manned, on a large stand; all the 
problems connected with a fair are taken off the shoulders of the 
exhibitors, who in not a few instances are showing their products for 
the first time and they can devote their entire attention to selling, with 
the information on licenses, duties, export procedure, etc. readily 
available to them from officials of the Government or their trade 
association.

In the toy trade, participation at trade fairs is generally speaking of 
the utmost importance as, apart from selling in a new market, it does 
offer an excellent opportunity to find the right sort of agent, on whose 
efforts a manufacturer has to depend throughout the years. Also, in 
some territories, agents can get a feeling of being neglected by their 
principals and the Association believes it desirable ovcasionally to 
arrange prestige displays to supplement, but in no way duplicate, what 
agents would normally be expected to do. When arranged on an

is that a greater volume of business results apart from creating much 
good will. 


From day to day the Association tries to offer service to its members 
to make exporting seem more simple. A manufacturer, unable to 
justify an export department, will sometimes find his interest best 
served by making use of the services of specialists in the field, those 
who will take over certain financial risks, and the export houses; the 
Association can advise, as also guide with up-to-date data those wishing 
to do business direct. 


Manufacturers are circulated with numerous trade inquiries, which 
come into the Association's offices from all parts of the world. To 
some extent these are stimulated by the official journal, ‘British Toys’, 
which is issued monthly with 13,000 copies going abroad over and 
above its home circulation. 


In addition to the many aids that the Association offers its members 
to assist them in their export efforts, a company within the 
Association, British Toy Fairs (International) Ltd., each year 
organizes a large scale British Toy Fair, at which numerous overseas 
toy buyers coming from all parts of the world attend as well as the 
several thousands of home buyers. The Fair has been held since 1954 
mainly in the easy-to-reach seacoast town of Brighton, Sussex, but on 
two occasions it was held in London. In 1962, it will be taking place i in 
Brighton from January 31 to February 6, when over 270 exhibitors 
will be displaying all the latest toys and games for the 1962 Christmas 
markets. Special facilities are offered to overseas toy buyers including 
free rail travel between London and the Fair.

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Commonwealth Economic Consultative 
Council Communique 


AT THE CONCLUSION of the meeting of the Commonwealth 
Economic Consultative Council in Accra, attended by Mr. Selwyn 
Lloyd, Chancellor of the Exchequer, and Mr. Reginald Maudling, 
President of the Board of Trade, the following communique was issued : 


The Commonwealth Economic Consultative Council met in Accra 
on September 12-14 under the chairmanship of the Honourable 
F. K. D. Goka, Minister of Finance of Ghana. Ministers representing 
the following Commonwealth countries attended the meeting: the 
United Kingdom, Canada, Australia, New Zealand, India, Ceylon, 
Ghana, Federation of Malaya, Federation of Nigeria, Cyprus, Sierra 
Leone and the Federation of Rhodesia and Nyasaland. In the absence 
of its Minister of Finance through indisposition Pakistan was repre- 
sented by the Governor of the State Bank. The delegations of dependent 
territories included representatives from the West Indies, Tanganyika, 
Mauritius and Uganda. Other members of the conference particularly 
welcomed representatives of the newly independent countries of 
Cyprus, Nigeria and Sierra Leone. 


The Chairman read a message of welcome from the Presidential 
Commission of Ghana sent on behalf of the President Osagyefo Dr. 
Kwame Nkrumah, in reply there were expressions of appreciation of 
the fact that the Council in accepting the hospitality of the Government 
of Ghana was meeting for the first time in Africa. The Council 
emphasized the strength and influence of the Commonwealth 
association. 

There was an exchange of views on recent developments in world 
production and trade with particular reference to the position and 
prospects of Commonwealth countries individually and collectively 
and of the sterling area. The Council noted with satisfaction that 
measures had been taken by the Government of the United Kingdom 
to strengthen the position of sterling, it welcomed the determination 
of the United Kingdom Government to maintain the stability of sterling 
as one of the world’s two reserve currencies. 


Representatives of Commonwealth countries heavily dependent on 
exports of basic materials and foodstuffs stressed the urgent need to 
reverse the downward drift of the prices of their exports and the 
adverse movements in their terms of trade in this connection. The 
view was expressed that additional commodity agreements would be 
useful in providing economic stability and progress, but it was 
recognized that for success any such agreements should include the 
major producing and consuming countries. It was felt that a responsi- 
bility rested on the more highly industrialized countries of the world 
to respond sympathetically to constructive proposals for stabilizing 
commodity prices at reasonable levels. Reference was also made to 
the importance of stimulating industrial development in the less 
developed countries and diversification in countries heavily dependent 
on a few staple exports, the need for the industrialized countries of 
the world to accept imports of manufactured goods from the developing 
countries was stressed. It was urged that the objective of world-wide 
long-term stability could not be achieved without securing a better 
balance in the trade between the developing and the developed 
countries. 


In the course of a review of development questions a report was 
given on the special Commonwealth African assistance plan which had 
been inaugurated by the Council at its previous meeting a year ago. 
The Council welcomed the fact that already under the plan substantial 
technical and educational assistance was being provided by several 
Commonwealth countries, and that as the plan gathered momentum 
this assistance would be enlarged. During the course of discussion on 
finance for development generally it was urged that funds should be 
made available to the developing countries on terms which were within 
their capacity to meet. 


The Council meeting provided the first opportunity for a general 
discussion amongst Commonwealth countries of the situation resulting 
from the decision of the Government of the United Kingdom to apply 
for, and negotiate towards, membership in the European Economic 
Community. 


Representatives of the United Kingdom reviewed the various reasons 
that had led them to make the application.

taken by the United Kingdom, they reaffirmed the value and importance 
they attach to traditional Commonwealth trading arrangements under 
which most foodstuffs, raw materiais and manufactures enter the 
United Kingdom free of duty from Commonwealth countries with, 
in most cases, preferential advantages, and other Commonwealth 
countries make reciprocal tariff concessions, the benefits of these 
arrangements accrue to the United Kingdom as well as to other 
Commonwealth countries. 


Most Commonwealth countries questioned whether the United 
Kingdom with its other international and domestic obligations could 
possibly secure in the proposed negotiations an agreement which would 
protect Commonwealth interests adequately and effectively. It was 
generally agreed that any impairment of these interests would damage 
some or all Commonwealth countries and could have adverse effects 
on particular industries and areas. Several representatives stressed 
the danger that if the United Kingdom succeeded in negotiating 
special benefits in the European Economic Community for only certain 
Commonwealth countries the result could be damaging to Common- 
wealth solidarity. 


Certain countries pointed out that major changes in the present 
Commonwealth trading arrangements would inevitably force re- 
alignment of their trading patterns and could lead to the emergence 
of further trading blocs, such a development would undermine tradi- 
tional multilateral trading arrangements to which all Commonwealth 
countries had given their support. 


Because of the inseparable nature of economic and political relation- 
ship within the Commonwealth and because of the political and 
institutional objectives of the European Economic Community and 
the terms of the Treaty of Reme, it was feared by the other Common- 
wealth countries that United Kingdom membership in the European 
Economic Community would fundamentally alter the relationship 
between the United Kingdom and Commonwealth countries, indeed 
this relationship might be so imperilled as to weaken the cohesion of 
the Commonwealth as a whole and thus reduce its effectiveness as a 
world instrument for understanding, prosperity and peace. 


The United Kingdom delegation made it clear that in their view 
until the proposed negotiations took place it was not possible to 
ascertain whether satisfactory arrangements could be made to safeguard 
the essential interests of Commonwealth countries. It was emphasized 
by the United Kingdom delegation that there would be continuing 
and close consultation with all Commonwealth Governments at all 
stages in the negotiations, they drew the attention of the Council to 
the statement of the Prime Minister of the United Kingdom on July 31, 
1961, in regard to the calling of a meeting of Commonwealth Prime 
Ministers on this subject. 





U.K. Ministers Attend I.M.F. Meetings 


THE annual meeting of the Board of Governors of the International 
Monetary Fund, the International Bank for Reconstruction and 
Development, the International Finance Corporation, and the Inter- 
national Development Association took place in Vienna this week. 
Mr. Selwyn Lloyd, Q.C., Chancellor of the Exchequer, who is United 
Kingdom Governor of these institutions, and Mr. A. Barber, Economic 
Secretary to the Treasury, attended, together with a United Kingdom 
delegation. 


Trade Visitor from Iceland 


MR. VALGARD BRIEM, who is the head of the purchasing department 
of the Reykjavik Municipality, began a programme of visits in the 
United Kingdom as a guest of the Board of Trade, on Monday, 
September 18. 

During his stay Mr. Briem will be visiting a number of factories 
producing goods which are currently of interest to the Reykjavik 
Municipality. He will also see over a modern hospital and have 
discussions with the purchasing departments of municipalities.

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Provisional Figures of U.K. Trade 
in August 
Recorded Values (Table A) 


United Kingdom exports in August were valued at £305-2 million, 
imports at £359-0 million, and re-exports at £13-4 million. 


Seasonally Adjusted Values (Table B) 


After eliminating normal seasonal variation, the monthly rate of 
United Kingdom exports in the four months May, June, July and 
August was 2 per cent. more than in the three months February, 
March and April. The rate of exports in the first eight months of the 
year was 44 per cent. more than the average for the year 1960. 


On the same basis, imports were 24 per cent. less in May-August 
than in February-April and in the first eight months of the year were 
24 per cent. less than the average for the year 1960. 

Seasonally adjusted monthly average re-exports in May, June, July 
and August amounted to £15 million, compared with £12 million in 
February-April and in the year 1960.

They will be coming as the guests of H.M. Government 
and the Western Hemisphere Exports Council. Purchases by the 
Provincial Governments cover a very wide field but the party are 
particularly interested to see what the United Kingdom has to offer 
in hospital equipment, road-making machinery and office equipment. 
A programme of visits to factories in various industrial centres of the 
United Kingdom has been arranged. 


Annual Report on Import Duties Act, 1958

An export record is claimed by the small firm of Goodenough Pumps 
Ltd., London. During the past three months their exports represented 
in value 83 per cent. of their total sales, and shipments to 32 countries 
were made during this period. For the past five years they have averaged 
74 per cent. export production. Some recent consignments and their 
figures are: Saudi Arabia, £6,111; Malaya, £5,792; Sweden, £3,718; 
British Guiana, £2,860; Canary Islands, £2,434; Ceylon, £2,226, and 
Kuwait, £2,142. The company employ between 50 and 60 people, and 
commenced exporting their pumps in 1946 without any previous 
knowledge of overseas markets or experience of shipping docu- 
mentation, and they readily acknowledge the guidance provided by 
the Export Services Branch of the Board of Trade. 

The managing director, Mr. F. G. Goodenough, said: ‘What success 
has been achieved may well have been due to the fact that as a small 
company we have been able to send the ‘“‘boss’’, and we have found 
that overseas organizations prefer dealing with the ‘‘boss’’ rather than 
with a departmental manager of a large company.’ Mr. Goodenough 
who does most of the travelling for the firm is now a personal friend 
of very many of their overseas agents. 

The pumps they sell are self-priming contractors’ models used 
primarily for pumping liquids but overseas they are used for many 
other jobs, for instance in Kenya they have been used successfully 
to pump coffee beans. They are now introducing an 8 inch model 
which will deliver up to 120,000 gallons an hour. 


Retail Stocks in July 


RETAIL STOCKS (at both current and constant prices), declined sea- 
sonally in July but showed about the same increase on a year earlier 
as in recent months.

Index of Retail Prices in August 


THE MINISTRY OF LABOUR announce that at August 15, 1961, the 
official index figure which measures changes in the average level of 
retail prices compared with the level at January 17, 1956 (taken as 
100), was 116, compared with 115 at July 18. Calculated to one decimal, 
the August index was 115-7 compared with 114-6 in July. 


The rise in the index during the month was due mainly to rises in 
the average levels of prices of alcoholic drink, cigarettes and tobacco. 
Food prices as a whole were lower, a fall in the average price of potatoes 
more than offsetting a rise in the average price of eggs.* 


*Details of the principal changes between mid-July and mid-August will be given in the 
September issue of the Ministry of Labour Gazette to be published on September 28.

75th Anniversary Greetings 


LAST WEEK'S seventy-fifth anniversary issue of the Board of Trade 
Journal was amicably noticed in the Press on September 15. 

In a leading article headed ‘Far from Dull’, The Times discussed the 
Journal’s gradually extended scope as a reflection of the Board’s 
broadening interests over the years. The leader concluded: “The 
Journal is now a much better source of information about trading 
opportunities. It is also a source of enlightenment on industrial trends 
in ways not dreamed of in 1886’. 

The Financial Times ‘Men and Matters’ feature referred to ‘the 
invaluable Board of Trade Journal’. 


The Guardian ‘London Letter’ suggested that in helping to provide 
an intelligence service for British exporters ‘the Journal’s prose has 
been calm to the point of uniformity, but its columns have been rife 
with crises’. 

From the Birmingham Post ‘London Letter’: ‘It was partly to 
provide an intelligence service for British exporters that the Journal 
was born, a responsibility which it manfully and capably shouldered 
from the start’.

Retail Sales in Northern Ireland 
in July 

STATISTICS prepared by the Ministry of Commerce show that the 
total value of retail sales in Northern Ireland in July was 5 per cent. 
higher than a year earlier compared with increases of about 10 per cent. 
in March-April and 4 per cent. in May-June. Sales by food shops and 
by clothing and footwear shops were up on a year earlier by 4 and 3 per 
cent. respectively, while sales by household goods shops, which may 
have been stimulated due to anticipation of the special measures to 
curb spending, showed an increase of 14 per cent.

THE BOARD OF TRADE, by Notice to Importers No. 985 dated 
September 13, 1961, announce that applications will now be considered 
for licences to import limited quantities of apples from the Dollar and 
Relaxation Areas for canning or processing this season.

Orders in the Textile and Clothing Industries 


THE VOLUME of orders on hand at the end of July in the textile and 
clothing industries considered as a group was 5 per cent. less than at 
the end of June and 14 per cent. less than at the end of July 1960. 
Compared with a year earlier deliveries were 2 per cent. more but this 
comparison may be affected by the incidence of annual holidays. The 
rate of receipt of net new orders was 13 per cent. less. 


There are, of course, marked seasonal fluctuations in demand in the 
textile and clothing industries, and sharp month to month changes in 
the rate at which orders are received should not, by themselves, be 
taken to imply similar sharp changes in production; they may, for 
example, lead to changes in the length of order books or the level of 
stocks.

Output of the Wool Textile Industry 


THE VOLUME of production in the wool textile industry in July was 
6 per cent. higher than a year earlier. 


Figures issued by the Wool Industry Bureau of Statistics show that 
the rate of production of tops was 10 per cent. more than in July 1960 
and the rate of consumption of wool 3 per cent. more. Deliveries of 
woven fabrics and worsted yarn were 1 and 10 per cent. more res- 
pectively. Comparisons for months which may be affected by annual 
holidays should, however, be interpreted with caution as the incidence 
of holidays varies from year to year. 


During the first seven months of the year total deliveries of worsted 
yarn were 4 per cent. more than in the same period of 1960, hand 
knitting yarns included in this total increased by 29 per cent. Deliveries 


of woven fabrics (excluding blankets) were 2 per cent. less but produc- 
tion of tops 2 per cent. more.

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Expected Capital Expenditure in 
1961 & 1962 


COMPANIES contributing to the Board of Trade’s regular inquiries 
into fixed capital expenditure supplied forecasts, during the summer, 
of their expected expenditure during 1961 and 1962. Estimates based 
on these forecasts suggest that the level of expenditure by manufactur- 
ing, distributive and service industries in 1961 will be about 12 per cent. 
higher than in 1960, and will remain at much the same level in 1962 as 
that now expected in 1961. The companies forecasts, on which these 
estimates are based, were almost all made before the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer’s statement at the end of July. This means that the 
estimates do not take account of any adjustments which companies 
might subsequently have made in their plans. 


Expected Expenditure in 1961 


The forecasts received from companies during the summer indicate 
that manufacturing investment in 1961 is expected to be 21 per cent. 
above its level in 1960. This represents a downward revision to the 
estimated increase of about 30 per cent., based on forecasts made by 
companies towards the end of last year (see Board of Trade Journal of 
January 27, 1961). Largely accounting for this lower estimate are sig- 
nificant downward revisions by companies in the motor vehicle industry. 
This estimated increase of 21 per cent. for the year as a whole may be 
compared with an actual increase in expenditure, at current prices, in 
the first half of the year compared with the first half of 1960, of 28 per 
cent. This suggests that in the second half of the year the percentage 


increase in expenditure, over the level of the second half of 1960, may 
be somewhat reduced. 


The revised forecast of capital expenditure provided by companies 
during the summer in the distributive and service industries indicates 
that total capital expenditure by this group of industries will be about 
the same in 1961 as in 1960. This group of industries now includes the 
shipping industry (see Board of Trade Journal of September 15, 1961) 
so that this latest estimate of expenditure in 1961 is not directly com- 
parable with the estimates published in previous articles but relates to 
the expenditure of the industries as now defined. The estimate for the 
shipping industry alone is that expenditure will fall by about one- 
quarter in 1961, compared with 1960. If the shipping industry had not 
been included in this group of industries the estimate would have been 


only very slightly lower than that (a rise of 10 per cent.) made at the 
beginning of this year. 


Expected Expenditure in 1962 


In addition to revised forecasts of expected expenditure in 1961, 
contributing companies also provided, during the summer, a pre- 
liminary forecast of their expected expenditure in 1962. It must be 
stressed that these forecasts of 1962 expenditure are necessarily pro- 
visional. They are provided by companies well before the period of 
expenditure and are, in many cases, estimates which may be sub- 
stantially revised, upwards or downwards, as time goes on. The 
preliminary forecasts for 1962 suggest that the total expenditure of 
manufacturing, distributive and service industries — considered together 
— will remain at much the same high level (up about 3 per cent., not 
considered a significant rise) in 1962 as in 1961, with expenditure by 
manufacturing industry little changed (down about 2 per cent., not 
considered a significant fall) and expenditure by the distributive and 
service industries up (by about 8 per cent.). Within manufacturing 
industry the most significant downward contribution is in the iron and 
steel industry, where companies expect to spend considerably less than 
the very large sums being spent in 1961. While there are also reductions 
in other manufacturing industries, some have plans for increased 
expenditure, including especially the chemicals group of industries. 
Within the distributive and service industries, the estimate for the 
shipping industry suggests that, although less is expected to be spent 
in 1962 than in 1961, the reduction will not be as great as that now 
expected between 1961 and 1960. 


All the above forecasts have been made in the normal manner 
(described in the Board of Trade Journal article of September 5, 1958) - 
by comparing companies forecasts for a given year with forecasts of 
expenditure in the previous year made at the comparable time a year 
earlier. Companies will, as usual, be asked later this year if they wish 
to revise their latest forecasts.

U.K. Wins Premier Award 
at California Fair 


From the British Consulate-General at San Francisco 


THE 107th California State Fair held at Sacramento, the State Capital, 
was opened by Governor Edmund G. Brown, on August 30, and 
closed on September 10. This Fair, covering nearly 300 acres, is one 
of the largest and most important in the United States and draws an 
audience of around 800,000 during its twelve day run. 


As befits the greatest farm state in the Union (with an income of 
nearly $3,000 million from agriculture) the emphasis at the Fair is on 
the products and natural resources of tne 48 counties which comprise 
California, but there are many additional attractions, and not least 
among these is the International Exhibition at which a wide range of 
choice products from foreign countries is presented on national stands 
organized by the representatives in San Francisco of the participating 
nations. 


This year the blue riband for the best official stand was won by the 
United Kingdom with Japan second, Germany third, Sweden fourth 
and Finland fifth. In addition 17 gold medals for design were awarded 
to United Kingdom products — eleven of them to items which had 
previously achieved success as Design Centre Awards 1961 and which 
were exhibited collectively — and six to the following products exhibited 
through the co-operation of their importers or distributors in the 
Western United States:

The United Kingdom stand occupied 3,000 square feet and was 
designed to represent the courtyard of a mediaeval castle, a striking 
effect being obtained with the aid of the facsimile stone wallpaper 
manufactured by Arthur Sanderson & Co. Ltd. Cut-outs of beefeaters, 
etc., and a display of replicas of the Crown Jewels arranged by 
B.O.A.C. added to the setting. It was interesting to find that one of the 
most successful stands (that of Alameda County in the lavish natural 
products exhibition) independently used the castle theme, including 
the Sanderson wallpaper. 


A wide range of British products, practically all obtained on loan 
from importers and distributors, was shown. The emphasis this year 
was on toys, games and sports equipment, but other items shown 
included: vehicles, cycles, foods, beverages and confectionery, men’s 
and women's clothing, china, silver and glass, gift items and novelties. 
Staff were on hand at all times the fair was open to answer queries, 
to distribute catalogues and sales literature, and to indicate retail 
outlets where the items on display could be purchased. 


British publications and periodicals were available for examination 
and perusal and films provided by the British Information Service and 
British Travel Association were shown in a special International 
Cinema adjoining the national exhibits. 


This great Fair provides a first class opportunity for British exporters 
of consumer goods to the United States to have their products exposed 
at little or no cost to themselves to a large audignce of prosperous 
people with relatively little with imported items who bene Aig 
both able and willing to pay the little extra for something which is 
novel in design or outstanding in craftsmanship. 
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130 U.K. Firms Exhibit at Vienna Fair 


THE VIENNA Autumn International Fair, which was held from 
September 3-10, celebrates this year its 40th anniversary. During the 
last winter six of the halls have been renovated and modernized, which 
has made it possible to open new sections for jewellery and watches, 
glassware, ceramics and porcelain, arts and crafts, perfumery and 
cosmetics and cutlery and tableware. There is likely to be a record 
attendance this year. On the opening day 155,000 people attended the 
fair. The normal attendance for the eight days the fair lasts is some 
600,000. 

Textiles were well represented at the fair as well as practically the 
whole range of industrial goods from steel and heavy engineering to 
toys from many countries. Altogether some 4,500 firms were repre-

sented, of which about 2,700 were from Austria, and 1,773 fims from 
20 foreign countries. Of the foreign firms exhibiting, 1,000 were from 
Western Germany, 139 from Italy, 138 from Switzerland, 130 from the 
United Kingdom and 106 from the United States. There were smaller 
contingents from France, Sweden, Belgium, Japan, Israel, Norway, 
Liechtenstein, Finland and Eire. The following countries had collective 
exhibits: United States, East Germany, Denmark, Italy, Yugoslavia, 
Holland, Poland, Roumania, Czechoslovakia, Hungary and, for the 
first time in Vienna, Mexico and Tunisia. Many countries appeared to 
prefer to exhibit their better products in the company of their inter- 
national competitors in the large halls devoted to the specific products 
of one branch of industry. 

The Vienna Fair is an event of some importance to the countries of 
Eastern Europe. The majority of collective exhibits came from Eastern 
European countries. The Trade Ministers of Bulgaria, Roumania, 
Yugoslavia and Eastern Germany were present in Vienna for the 
opening of the fair and to discuss trade matters with the competent 
Austrian authorities. In his speech at the opening of the fair Dr. Bock, 
the Austrian Minister for Trade and Reconstruction, while emphasizing 
the importance of Austria’s connections with the West, declared that 
the Eastern Bloc markets were also a necessity for Austria. 


As might be expected from the figures quoted above (4,500 exhibitors, 
130 from the United Kingdom), the participation of United Kingdom 
firms is not very evident when visiting the fair. One of the reasons for 
this apparent lack of interest on the part of British firms is the inability 
of firms who want to exhibit at the fair for the first time to obtain space 
from the fair authorities. This chronic lack of space may be alleviated 
somewhat next year when a new hall with 14,000 sq. m. of space 
will be completed. Perhaps the best represented branch of United 
Kingdom industry at the Vienna Fair is tractors and agricultural 
machinery followed by office machinery. In both these branches of 
industry well established agents of United Kingdom manufacturers 
have taken space year after year at the Vienna Fair, which is proof 
positive that such exhibits are profitable. 


Tractors, agricultural machinery and road-making machinery are 
exhibited in the open air and, to a limited extent, working models are 
shown. Machine tools and hand-power tools from the United Kingdom 
are also in evidence and a varied range of other products such as 
plastics, writing articles, fireproof glass, whisky, etc., can be found 
scattered in the various halls of the fair. The general impression, 
however, is that Western German firms dominate the fair to an even 
greater extent than the number of participants indicate. 

For many United Kingdom firms Austria is, perhaps, but a small 
market for which the expense of exhibiting at the Vienna Fair seems 
hardly worth while. It should, however, be borne in mind that Austria 
is also traditionally an outlet to the Eastern bloc countries. Thirteen per 
cent. of Austria’s exports goes to these countries and the trade is 
developing. The importance of the Vienna International Fair for this 
trade is evidenced by the participation of the Eastern bloc countries 
in the fair and United Kingdom firms might well take this into 
consideration next year.

NEW ZEALAND’S FIRST International Trade Fair was held in 
Wellington from August 22 to September 9. The fair, a development 
of the traditional Winter Show, which was first held in 1928, was 
sponsored by the Wellington Show Association. It was opened by 
H.E. the Governor General, Lord Cobham. 


After the opening ceremony the Governor-General, who was 
accompanied by Lady Cobham, toured the fair. They were escorted 
through the British Court by Mr. George Stock, President of the 
United Kingdom Manufacturers and New Zealand Representatives 
Association, which was largely responsible for the success of the 
British contribution to the fair. 

The impact of the overseas exhibits generally was the greater because 
the fair took place at a time when import control had been tightened 
once again because of New Zealand’s balance of payments difficulties. 
(In the twelve months before the fair opened the country’s overseas 
reserves had fallen by £60-5 million — from £111-8 million to £51-3 
million.) 

The fair authorities had, however, arranged for the issue of special 
licences to enable exhibitors to show goods which otherwise they could 
not have imported; and this gave New Zealanders the chance of examin- 
ing many articles which they would not normally see. It also provided 
an unusual opportunity for comparing local manufactures (many of 
which are protected by a complete embargo on imports) with similar 
articles made overseas. 

The British Court, organized by the United Kingdom Manu- 
facturers and New Zealand Representatives Association, with some 
financial support from the British Government, occupied 7,000 square 
feet, and included 23 separate exhibits. The centre-piece was a life- 
size representation of a ship’s funnel decorated with bunting spelling 
out ‘British Court.’ 

Located at the base of the funnel was one of two stands taken by a 
group of New Zealand pottery agents who represent British manu- 
facturers. These stands, together with a third taken by another New 
Zealand agent, were by common consent, one of the highlights of the 
whole Fair, and their success far exceeded the promoters’ expectations. 
These stands gently reminded visitors that many thousands of British 
potters are good customers for New Zealand wool, meat, butter and 
cheese. 

One of the features of the pottery on show was the famous china 
figure of H.M. the Queen, when Princess Elizabeth, riding “Tommy’ 
at the Trooping the Colour in 1947. This piece was described in a radio 
broadcast about the British Court, which resulted in a constant stream 
of requests to examine it. 

The British textile exhibits also attracted much attention. The Cotton 
Board showed a composite display of the best British cottons available 
on the New Zealand market, and also provided a glimpse of the designs 
to be introduced in the near future. The exhibit included both fashion 
fabrics and the latest furnishing fabrics. 

The British Woollen Industry showed a wide selection of the high 
quality woollen and worsted cloths by leading manufacturers. A feature 
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of this exhibit was that the materials could be examined closely and 
handled by the public. This was much appreciated by visitors, many of 
whom told their friends that the British woollen stand simply had to 
be seen. 

Other textiles were on the stand of the Irish Linen Guild. A wide 
range of children’s garments manufactured under the names ‘Bairns- 
wear, ‘Ladybird,’ and “Thermotex’ on a group of agents’ stand 
aroused much interest. There were many inquiries about the availability 
of these goods under present import licensing arrangements. The 
English Sewing Cotton Co. Ltd., and the Hollins Mill Co. Ltd., 
exhibited their comprehensive range of sewing cottons and threads 
which are now being used in increasing quantities by New Zealand 
industry. 

Sanitary earthenware in attractive colours and designs in the form 
of a battery of pedestal wash basins was displayed at the stand 
taken by the British Sanitary Pottery Manufacturers Association. 
Nearby, British-made tractors stood alongside a cutaway model of the 
popular B.M.C. Mini-minor. On an adjoining stand was a full range 
of British cycles and accessories. 

The locomotive models specially sent out by the Locomotive and 
Allied Manufacturers Association of Great Britain were of great interest 
to visitors of all ages, as were the models and pictures provided by the 
Shipbuilding Conference. 

All the British stands had carpets or linoleum provided by British 
firms — John Crossley & Sons Ltd.; Carpet Traders Ltd.; T. F. Ford & 
Sons Ltd.; and James Templeton & Sons Ltd., who also combined to 
show a full range of their carpets on the stand which they occupied as 
a group. Other floor coverings were supplied by Barry, Ostlere & 
Sheppard Ltd.; the Linoleum Manufacturing Co. Ltd.; Michael Nain & 
Co. Ltd.; and James Williamson & Co. Ltd. 

The Wilkinson Sword Co. Ltd., showed an attractive display of 
ceremonial swords, ranging from a diplomatic sword (presumably 
never wielded in hot blood) at one end, through a claymore to a general's 
scimitar at the other; together with a number of less glamorous, but 
perhaps more useful weapons — selections from their range of garden 
tools. 

Toys and games are always a centre of attraction, and those displayed 
on the British toy stand organized by a group of agents were no 
exception. A permanent crowd besieged the stand, undeterred by the 
notice ‘Because of import restrictions we regret that you are deprived 
of these lovely British toys.’ 

Of the other national courts, the American, sponsored by the New 
Zealand-American Association, was the largest. It showed a range of 
scientific equipment, textiles, a light aircraft, heavy machinery, and 
also domestic electrical equipment including radio and television sets. 
Mannequin parades showing American clothes made under licence in 
New Zealand were very popular. 

The East German Court included a small planetarium which was 
patronized by over 10,000 visitors. Japan showed a variety of goods in

which light trucks, motor cycles, china and textiles were outstanding. 
The Czechoslovakian Court concentrated on machine tools, and the 
glassware for which the country has been famous for so long. The 
Yugoslavian Court showed machine tools, sports goods, ceramics 
and textiles. The French exhibit was mainly motor cars, while Switzer- 
land had sewing machines and her traditional watches and clocks. 
West Germany exhibited machine tools, sewing machines and printing 
machinery, under the auspices of local agents. 

The growth of secondary industry in New Zealand was reflected by 
the large number of local products including footwear, leather goods, 
domestic electrical appliances, tobacco and cigarettes, paints and 
wallpapers, electrical instruments, radio and television sets, furniture, 
hardware, and contractors’ plant. 


Many of these goods are made by New Zealand firms under licence 
from Britain, or by New Zealand subsidiaries of British concerns. 
These exhibits served as a reminder that even though new industries 
may be set up in our traditional markets, these countries continue to 
be good customers, although the nature of their imports from us may 
change. New Zealand manufacturers are our very good customers for 
components and raw materials, and the British exporter can often 
claim some small share for the success of the goods which are now 
manufactured in New Zealand and which were on show at the fair 
which was visited by over 200,000 people. 


Britain Well Represented at Amsterdam 
Electronics Exhibition 


THE TWELFTH International Exhibition of Electronics ‘FIRATO, 
was held at Amsterdam from September 1-8. There were over 95,000 
Visitors. 

The exhibition was held in the spacious new RAI Building and 
covered an area of 25,000 square metres. There were 166 exhibitors. 
The United Kingdom was represented in the main hall by Garrard, 
Murphy, Collaro and Quad through their local agents. 


Radio sets of standard type showed little change from last year, 
but the table models of the more expensive type all had stereophonic 
reproduction of sound. Swedish and Italian influence was evident in 
many designs and models made of teakwood were attracting a great 
deal of interest. All types of portable radios on show were transistorized, 
but were seldom provided with a connection for a loud-speaker. 
Japanese sets were very much in evidence. Portable radios for use in 
cars were a popular attraction. 

The Netherlands and Germany were dominant in this section. 
Leading manufacturers in Germany and the two Dutch manufacturers, 
Philips and Van der Heem, were showing sets with the new rectangular 
18% and 22% inch television tube. Many of the sets on show were the 
so-called asymmetrical ones with operating dials and loud-speaker 
fitted to one side of the picture tube. A large number of sets shown 
were adaptable for the reception of V.H.F. transmitters. 


An optical filter released quite recently by the German manufacturer, 
“SABA,” attracted considerable interest. This device is fitted inside the 
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set between the picture tube and the protective glass and eliminates 
the lines in the picture. A Dutch importer was showing a small 
transistorized portable TV set, which he stated was selling well in 
the United States and would be ready for the European market early 
next year. 


Exhibitors were optimistic about prospects for tape recorders and 
many more makes and types were on view this year than last. Sales 
in the Dutch market are reported to have increased to the point where 
they are almost on a level with gramophone sales. Dictating machines 
and ‘the electronic telephone operator’ were on view in a variety of 
types and attracted much attention. 


The two side halls of the building were devoted to electronic exhibits 
outside the entertainment field and British manufacturers were widely 
represented through their local agents. Solartron (Nederland) were the 
only British group which organized its own stand. They exhibited a 
range of equipment including oscilloscopes, laboratory instruments, 
digital data recorders, analogue computers and associated ancillaries. 
They reported very brisk business in their double beam oscilloscope 
Type CD 1014 and their digital plant installation equipment. They also 
reported sales of their digital voltmeter Type LM 902 and their drift 
corrected amplifiers, which are being exclusively used for simulation 
equipment in research on the Delta Project. 


Venner & Company were exhibiting through their organization in 
the Netherlands a good range of their products including a new type 


of data logging Equipment, which they are introducing to the Dutch 
market. 


Telequipment Ltd. were exhibiting through their representative their 
new single beam and double beam oscilloscopes. They reported 
excellent business. 


British Physical Laboratories showed through their local agents a 
large range of products including a new development in low-price 
automation equipment for mass-checking radio circuit components. 
This equipment was being shown for the first time and is said to be the 
first equipment of its kind available at less than £400. Their all-plastic 
1+ inch ‘Vistaview’ was on view for the first time outside the United 
Kingdom. 


There is good business to be done in Holland in the electronics field 
and this exhibition provides an excellent opportunity for United 
Kingdom firms to show what they have to offer. The improvement in 
accommodation and facilities offered by the new exhibition building, 
its proximity to Schiphol and the provision of adequate parking space 
should provide stimulus for its further expansion and British manu- 
facturers who may be considering participation next year would be well 
advised to make their arrangements early.

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Tripoli International Industrial, Commercial and 
Agricultural Fair, 1962 
AN INTERNATIONAL FAIR, sponsored by the Government of Libya, 
will be held at Tripoli from February 20 to March 20, 1962. This trade 
fair offers participants the opportunity to exhibit in Libya at a time 
when, due to the forthcoming development of the oil industry in the 


country, the rate of foreign expenditure by Libya is likely to show a 
marked and continuing increase. 


There will be no official United Kingdom Pavilion at the fair, but 
British firms interested in participating may do so individually by 
booking space direct with the fair organizers or through their agents 
in Libya. The cost of exhibit space varies from £L.2 to £L. 3-5 (£L. 1= 
£1 sterling) per square metre according to the type of space or stand 
provided. Firms proposing to take part are recommended to get in 
touch without delay with the organizer, Dr. Ali El Jazairi, Director 
of the Tripoli Fair, Tripoli. 
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Paris International Leather Fair 


BuYeERS from many countries attended the 19th ‘Semaine Inter- 
nationale du Cuir’ held this year from September 8 to 13 at the Parc 
des Expositions, Porte de Versailles, Paris. The fair, which is now 
universally recognized as one of the most important international 
showpieces for footwear, leather and allied products, attracted 610 
exhibitors from France, Great Britain, Western Germany, Belgium, 
Holland, Italy, Austria, Spain, Monaco, Switzerland, the United 
States, Argentina, Finland and Sweden. French participation was 
predominant and accounted for 382 of the total exhibitors. 


United Kingdom participation took the form of a comprehensive 
section of ‘boutiques’ under the sponsorship of the British Footwear 
Manufacturers’ Federation, and the Board of Trade. Ten leading 
United Kingdom footwear manufacturers participated in this section. 
The limited available space at the exhibition unfortunately denied 
other United Kingdom manufacturers the opportunity to participate 
this year, the majority of fair space having been fully booked as early 
as February. However, earlier booking for the 1962 event will no 
doubt afford other United Kingdom firms the chance to exhibit their 
products at this valuable international ‘shop window’. An admirable 
joint stand in the leather section was organized by the British Leather 
Federation, under their own auspices. Eighteen important United 
Kingdom manufacturers of lining leathers, leather for travel goods, 
handbags, glove, clothing and hat leathers, bookbinding leathers, 
sheepskins, harness leather and textile leather, participated in this 
venture with considerable success. The Leather Importers, Factors 
and Merchants’ Association had a stand on behalf of 15 member firms 
for raw hides and skins. Twelve other United Kingdom manufacturers 
exhibited independently mainly in the leather and machinery sections, 
all with considerable success. 


The unique feature, so far as United Kingdom participation was 
concerned, was the joint participation in both footwear and leather in 
the shape of ‘national’ stands. Foreign exhibitors at the fair relied on 
individual boutiques by either manufacturer or agent. This aspect 
of a national stand is important in the case of a foreign buyer keen to 
buy British but not sure of his source. A comprehensive national 
stand affords the buyer the opportunity of quickly assessing the most 
suitable supplier, aided by officials of the British Footwear Manu- 
facturers’ Federation and the British Leather Federation officiating 
at their respective stands. 


Many inquiries and orders were received by United Kingdom firms 
in all sections. Without exception all United Kingdom firms expressed 
their satisfaction with all aspects of the organization and trade 
negotiated at the fair. A good proportion of inquiries may result 
in firm orders in due course, and numerous contacts were estab- 
lished with buyers from foreign countries. In the case of footwear, 
interest centred mostly on articles for men and children, with the most 
expensive styles for ladies also attracting attention. In this group, 
buyers from European and Scandinavian countries predominated. 
Interest was also shown in dress and coat leathers, again by European 
countries, particularly Western Germany as well as Canada. Glove 
leathers were in less demand, the supply and demand being regular to 
most overseas buyers. In spite of a highly specialized French industry, 
United Kingdom footwear machinery exhibitors reported good 
business and a large number of inquiries from both French and foreign 
buyers. United Kingdom firms, however, were not represented in the 
‘accessories’ field, i.e., heels, rivets, etc., which would appear to offer 
scope in the 1962. event. 


The British Footwear Manufacturers’ Federation held a successful 
reception for the Press and trade buyers on the opening day in the 
course of which a speech was delivered by Mr. Edward Rayne, 
Chairman of the Export Committee of the Federation, preceded by a 
few introductory words by Her Majesty’s Ambassador, Sir Pierson 
Dixon, who had earlier visited United Kingdom exhibits in company 
with Monsieur Paul Cardaillac, Commissioner-General of the Semaine 
Internationale du Cuir, Mr. Michael Balfour of the Board of Trade 
Export Publicity and Fairs Branch, and other Embassy officials.

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Successful Exporting in a Specialized Field 


The following account of one firm’s success in breaking into the export market has been 
prepared by P. T. Jessop, Managing Director of Jessop and Wyatt Ltd., of Manchester. 


MANY LARGE FIRMS export ‘as a matter of course’. It seems 
only natural that the spectacular order to the tune of several 
£ millions should make the headlines. But for every order of this 
kind, there must of necessity be so very many which go unrecorded. 
No doubt the firms responsible would wish it no other way. But 
when a firm develops its export markets in a speciality field, then 
it seems fitting that the example should be quoted ‘loud and clear’ 
if only to encourage other firms in other industries who believe that 
exporting is not for them, because of the specialized nature of 
their products. 

This, then, is the story of a firm of merchant converters in 
Manchester, a firm still only some 40 years old, which has gained 
a reputation in Britain for imaginative design and quality pro- 
duction, and subsequently a similar reputation in many overseas 
markets. The firm specializes in rigid or woven fabrics for ladies’ 
foundation garments, and over the years has come to be one of the 
main suppliers to the trade in Britain. 


First, the Scandinavian countries. Over the years a good export 
business had been built up but in recent times this has been 
developed considerably. Claimed by many small firms in different 
sections of British industry today to be a market to be left alone 
because of language difficulties, Finland is a particularly good 
customer for corsetry fabrics produced by Jessop and Wyatt 
Limited. Sweden is another, and Denmark, too, buys substantial 
quantities of fabric. 


How has this been possible? First, probably, because of the 
annual personal contact. The company has first-class agents in 
leading cities and towns of Scandinavia, but Jessop and Wyatt have 
found that customers always like to see a representative from 
Britain. Then again, quality of merchandise alone is not enough. 
It is of little use offering something to an overseas’ customer and 
expecting it to sell because it sells in Britain. Local preferences must 
be considered and in Scandinavia, each country may want some- 
thing special. But small though an overseas’ market may seem to 
be, all are regarded with equal importance. The small market today 
may grow into a leading one tomorrow. 


Overseas’ customers want to see up-to-date lines, the latest designs, 
new cloth constructions and modern finishes. One example is an all 
nylon fabric which has great strength and yet, because of a special 
durable finish, feels end handles like silk. One description of this 
fabric indeed has been the nylon which looks like a taffetta and 
handles like silk. A certain batiste brocade is particularly popular in 
Finland. Possessing a rayon warp and cotton weft, the rayon warp 
design is so brought up in the fabric that it becomes a series of 
small motifs which are popular with bra manufacturers. 


Denmark likes a cotton repp. 144 ends, 52 picks, all-cotton with 
a pre-shrunk finish. Sweden wants a ‘Terylene’/cotton broadcloth 
weave, with cotton warp and ‘Terylene’ weft, and a variation is 
where the cotton and ‘Terylene’ fibres are spun together into one 
yarn for both warp and weft. In tremendous demand, too, for this 
market, is an all-cotton sateen brocade, an exceedingly strong 
fabric. Nylon marquisette is another example of how the Company 
endeavours to satisfy the requirements of a particular market. 
Scandinavian countries prefer a 45 inch width nylon marquisette. 
Makers-up in Britain want a different width. Arrangements have 
now been made to produce for the Scandinavian markets, fabrics 
of the desired width which allow garment manufacturers to lay up 


the cloth easier prior to cutting out. 


In order to give a more personal service still, visits are to be 
made by representatives from Manchester to Scandinavia twice 
each year instead of annually, as has been the case previously. 
But the search goes on the whole time for new markets, new out- 
lets. Thus last year the United States and Canada were visited for 
the first time and extremely useful contacts made. Admittedly 
difficult markets, this pioneer move may well prove worthwhile in 
the long term. 

On July 7 this year it was the turn of Western Germany to have 
a personal visit. This was the first time a representative of the 
company had gone to Germany on a business trip of this kind. 
Opening up new markets, naturally, is not easy. It is an expensive 
business, but it is something we have to do. And gradually, once 
you have the confidence of your customers overseas, providing you 
give them service, offer them your newest lines and ranges, and 
give them delivery on time, you will find they support you. 


And this brings us to an important point in this question of 
service. Prices of all fabrics are now quoted in the currency of the 
importing country and so, too, are all measurements. Thus it is no 
longer necessarily a question of £ s. d. in yardages, necessitating 
conversion. Metres and local currency are used in quotations and 
the company takes the trouble to find out shipping charges and 
so on. Thus all quotations are the actual price to the importer 
delivered on the dockside in his country. In order to arrive at an 
immediate costing for his own needs, therefore, he has only to add 
to his domestic and warehousing costs, and has no need to worry 
about adding on shipping and freight charges from Britain. 

From the above story it will be apparent that given the necessary 
drive, initiative and enthusiasm from the Board Room of a com- 
pany, existing export markets can be developed and new ones 
opened up. In the opinion of Jessop and Wyatt Limited, entry into 
the export market means that a firm has to be on its toes, aware 
of market trends and developments, able to offer new designs and 
products. But by competing in difficult markets of the world, it is 
better equipped to offer home trade customers the benefit of the 
information which it gathers; and surely, too, it is a rewarding 
experience to know that one is aiding Britain’s export drive. 





Export Possibilities in Belgium (Ghent and 
Liege Areas) 


H.M. EMBASSY at Brussels announce that officials of the Commercial 
Department of the Embassy make regular visits to the cities of Liege 
and Ghent to discuss export possibilities with local officials and 
businessmen. Advance publicity for these visits is given in the national 
and local press and an announcement is made on the Belgian radio to 
the effect that importers and traders are invited to meet the Embassy 
officials in the offices of the local Chamber of Commerce. 


British firms with agents, customers or prospective customers in the 
Liege and Ghent areas are now invited to call upon the assistance of 
the British Embassy in Brussels in connection with any matters 
regarding exporting to Belgium where a personal approach by an 
overseas officer would be desired. Requests for assistance in the 
Antwerp area should be addressed to H.M. Consul General, 105

Italy and Czechoslovakia 


A LONG-TERM trade agreement between Italy and Czechoslovakia, 
covering trade for the period 1962-1965, and a protocol relating to 
trade during 1962, were signed in Prague on July 7, 1961. The long- 
term trade agreement will be valid from January 1, 1962, to December 
31, 1965, and the protocol will be valid for the calendar year 1962. 


During 1962 Italian exports to Czechoslovakia will include fruit and 
vegetables, chemicals and chemical products, hides, artificial and 
synthetic textile fibres, non-ferrous metals, machine tools, machinery 
and plant, motor vehicles and iron and steel manufactures. Czecho- 
slovakian exports to Italy include meat, vegetables, cereals, dairy 
products, chemicals and chemical products, coal, timber, raw materials 
for the ceramics industry, building materials, glass and crystal ware, 
iron and steel, semi-manufactures and musical instruments. 


The validity of the lists of goods annexed to the Italo-Czecho- 
slovakian Commercial Protocol of May 18, 1960, which was due to 
expire on June 30, 1961, was extended pro rata for six months from 
July 1, to December 31, 1961.

Israel and Togo 
A TRADE AGREEMENT between Israel and Togo was signed and 
came into force on July 3, 1961. It will be automatically renewable 
yearly unless terminated by either party. All measures will be taken to 
facilitate trade between the two countries and each country will 
organize trade fairs and exhibitions in the other country. Transit 
trade will also be encouraged. 


The agreement anticipates exports from Togo to Israel of cocoa, 
coffee, copra, cabbage palms, groundnuts, cotton and cotton seeds, 
shea and shea butter, castor beans, kapok and kapok seeds, crude 
palm oil, pimento and other spices, manioc and tapioca starch and 
teak wood. Israeli exports to Togo may include cement and con- 
struction and building materials, electric products, tyres and inner 
tubes and food preserves. Other goods may also be exchanged. Pay- 
ments will be made in freely convertible currency or in any other 
agreed manner. 


Argentina and Brazil 


H.M. EMBASSY at Rio de Janeiro report the termination on Sep- 
tember 1, 1961, of the Payments Agreement between Argentina and 
Brazil which was signed on September 1, 1958 (see Board of Trade 
Journal of October 23, 1958, page 864). 


Consequently, as from September 2, 1961, all payments and collec- 
tions between the two countries will be freely transacted in the cur- 
rencies convenient to the interested parties in accordance with the 
regulations governing transactions in foreign currencies, with the 
exception of certain specified payments which may be negotiated in 
Agreement currency until September 1, 1962, from which date the 
Agreement Account will be closed. 


Tunisia and Norway 


THE TUNISIAN Journal Official of August 4, 1961, published the 
extension of the trade agreement between Tunisia and Norway of 
June 9, 1960, for a period of one year with effect from April 1, 1961. 
Quota lists in the Agreement are unchanged. (For details of the 
original agreement see Board of Trade Journal of September 9, 1960, 
page 589.)

The lists provide for 
trade in each direction of £4,250,000 .

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Cuban Exit Permits 


BY DECREE issued on September 13, 1961, by the Cuban Ministry of 
the Interior, all reservations on air services and ships leaving Cuba 
were cancelled and new regulations were issued for persons wishing 
to leave Cuba, which became effective on September 14, 1961. 


In future, exit permits have to be applied for at local police stations. 
If a permit is granted the applicant will be notified by the Ministry of 
the date and time at which he may leave the country and the permit 
will carry the automatic right to a place on the aircraft or ship specified. 
Exit permits already issued are valid for a further seven days in Havana 
and ten days in the rest of the country.

All foreign exchange payments in respect of imports, invisibles 
and capital investment will be effected at the rate of Colones 6.65 per 
United States dollar (Colones 18.55 = £1 sterling) while the buying 
rate has been fixed at Colones 6.62 per United States dollar. These 
are now the only rates, the multiple rate structure having been abolished. 


The Decree also contains details of the conditions under which 
foreign exchange will be made available by the Central Bank at the 
old official rate of Colones 5.67 per United States dollar in respect of 
pending transactions. Importers of merchandise hitherto included in 
the ‘list of essential imports’ have the right to foreign exchange at the 
old official rate of Colones 5.67 per United States dollar providing 
they can prove that the goods in question were in transit or had 
entered the jurisdiction of the Costa Rican Customs authorities prior 
to June 20, 1961. The merchandise must have been cleared through the 
Customs within a maximum period. A period of 30 days from the date 
of coming into force of the Decree is granted for the registration and 
inscription of the respective import documents. A maximum period of 
four months from the effective date of the Decree is granted for actual 
payment. In the case of imports which have already been made, 
payment for which is on credit terms, the Central Bank will extend 
the right of the importer in accordance with the credit terms and the 
extensions to such terms which he may be able to obtain, but the right 
of the importer will only be extended to the original due date of the 
commitment registered with the Bank. Persons who, on the effective 
date of the Decree, have credit transactions duly approved by the 
Commercial Banks for the importation of capital goods in accordance 
with the regulations governing transactions resulting from International 
Bank for Reconstruction and Development (1.B.R.D.) loans, or loans 
from the Chase Manhattan Bank, will have the right to purchase foreign 
exchange at the rate of Colones 5.67 per United States dollar to pay 
for such imports, providing that such goods were included in the ‘list 
of essential imports’ when such credit transactions were approved. 


Customs Duties 


The Decree announced the introduction of three Import Lists, 
‘A,’ ‘B’ and °C.” These lists were published on September 6, 1961, and 
List ‘A’ contains essential goods on which there is no change in 
Customs duties. New items cannot be added to it for six months from 
the date of publication of the Decree. Goods included in Lists *B’ and 
‘C’ will be liable, in addition to normal Customs duties, to a temporary 


Customs surcharge, based on the c.i.f. value, of 15 per cent. and 50 per | 


cent. respectively. Goods may be transferred from List ‘B’ to List °C” 
and vice versa. The surcharges are levied with effect from the date of 
publication (September 6, 1961), but importers may pay the original 
duties if they can prove that the goods were in transit or had entered 
the jurisdiction of the Customs authorities at that date. Any further 
changes will be effective sixty days after publication. 

Decree No. 2804 introduces Tariff reductions on some 84 items 
which had previously figured in the ‘list of essential imports’ and 
benefited from the then official rate of exchange of Colones 5.67 per 
United States dollar. 

A new Customs Tariff is to be introduced before December 31, 1961, 
If on or before this date the new Tariff has been promulgated, the 
Customs surcharges introduced under Decree No. 2801 will become 


ineffective; otherwise they will remain in force until the new Tariff | 


enters into force. The new Tariff will take into account the Balance 
of Payments position and the need to protect the international 
monetary reserves of the country. 


Taxes, etc. 

Decree No, 2802 introduces new export taxes on coffee, bananas 
and sugar. Decree No. 2803 increases Costa Rica’s participaticn in 
the International Monetary Fund (I.M.F.) to United States $ 
15 million and provides for Costa Rica’s subscription to the capita! 


of the I.B.R.D. to be increased to United States $8 million.

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CANADA 
‘Made in Canada’ Ruling 


THE FOLLOWING ruling has been made recently for Customs 
purposes : 
Of ‘a class or kind made in Canada’: 
Mechanical automotive bumper jacks. 
Hydraulic automotive jacks as used in garages and service stations, 
not to include: 
(a) transmission jacks; 
(b) under-axle jacks with lifting capacities over 12 tons. 
(Ruling effective October 4, 1961). 
Note: The customary three weeks notice does not apply to the follow- 


ing jacks which were ruled previously to be of a class or kind made in 
Canada: 


(a) mechanical service bumper jacks capable of raising one wheel at a 


time ; 
(b) mechanical passenger car bumper jacks, usually carried in trunk 
compartments of automobiles; 
(c) hydraulic under-axle jacks, for automotive use, with lifting capacities 
up to and including 12 tons. 
The above information is contained in Canadian Department of 
National Revenue Memorandum D51-16-1, dated September 13, 1961. 


UNITED STATES 
Proposed Reclassification for Duty 


THE UNITED STATES Bureau of Customs have announced that they 
are reviewing the tariff classification of Boron 10. At present this 
element is classified under paragraph 1749 in accordance with Treasury 
Decision 55125(4) as a radioactive substance and is free of duty. The 
Bureau believe that, since Boron 10 is not radio active it is properly 
classifiable under the provision for boron in tariff paragraph 302 (n), 
dutiable at the rate of 124 per cent. ad valorem. Consideration will be 
given to any relevant data, views, or arguments pertaining to the 
correct classification of this merchandise which are submitted in 
writing to the Bureau of Customs, Washington 25, D.C., by October 11, 
1961.
